‘‘HONORABLE MENTION.” 


In these centennial days, when the American 
pulse is quickened in so many ways, many 
thoughts are turned backward and old memories 
are wakened. Just after reading the announce- 
ment of the change in the Ticknor firm, an hour 
ago I picked up a copy of the third edition of 
Motherwell’s Poems, a thin little volume bound in 
boards, and turned to the well-remembered and 
honored imprint: Boston, Wm. D. Ticknor & 
Co., MDCCCXLV. We were asmaller people then, 
and had fewer publishers and sellers of books. 
We now know many tkings of which we then 
knew nothing. Doubtiess we have grown great- 
ly in knowledge, and greatly increased in riches 
so called, but we have lost many good things, 
and among them, and largely, I fear, the old- 
time bookseller and bookstore, of which the 
‘* wooden corner” was a memorable type. How 
few, relatively, there are now of such places in all 
the broadened land! In those days, and for 
many years afterwards, that bookstore was a 
lounging-place for the men of wit and learning; 
for the younger students and readers, as well as 
for theirelders. ‘‘ Ticknor’s”’ was an institution, 
not in the cant phrase of to-day, but in the true 
sense. The best of Boston lingered and loitered 
there among the books, while in the ‘‘ office,” or 
room upstairs, a new race of authors were plan- 
ning with the publisher for first ventures on the 
opening and widening sea of American literature. 

I much doubt if any of the historians will think 
it worth their while to recognize on their pages 
the true relation of the publisher in the develop~ 
ment of our literature. But look at the line of 
new authors, to say nothing of the old, whose 
works were issued from the Ticknor press. Of 
the former not a few were unknown save ina 
limited circle, and then as now the publisher bore 
the risk and venture of their work. This is a 
fact too often overlooked or forgotten. 

Asa man of affairs I presume I might better 
be spending my time in trying to sell a book (at 
a liberal discount of course) than indulging in 
such idle reminiscences and suggestions as these. 
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And yet might not all of us learn a lesson from 
the past to help us in this trade of ours? Would 
that all of our generation might hold with the 
old-time publisher and bookseller, that, while 
eager for success, he was never to forget that his 
business stood kin to the learned professions, 
and that he was, by the very nature of it, some- 
thing more than a simple tradesman! 

May the new departure of Mr. Benjamin Tick- 
nor be crowned with success. A. D. F. R. 


THE TRUE INWARDNESS OF THE 
“ LOOMIS NATIONAL LIBRARY ASSOCI- 
ATION” AND THE ‘‘ BUYERS’ UNION.” 


On Thursday last, the 17th inst., the affairs 
of the Loomis National Library Association, of 
744 Broadway, N. Y., the Buyers’ Union, of 2 
Cooper Union, and of the Consolidated Buyers’ 
Jobbing Company, of 795 Broadway, so-called 
book publishing, bookselling, and subscription 
concerns, were freely ventilated at the Jefferson 
Market Police Court, New York, in the case of 
Albert L. Talcott against Ernest T. Loomis. 

The complaint on its face involves a charge 
that on March 27 Loomis, the ex-President of 
the Buyers’ Union, entered its offices at 2 Cooper 
Union and removed to 795 Broadway furniture, 
fixtures, a safe, and other property belonging to 
the Buyers’ Union, of which Talcott is President. 
The value of the articles was put at $1100 or 
$1200. Behind this charge were others more 
serious. Justice Patterson held the defendant in 
$5000 for examination. In default of bondsmen 
Loomis went to the court jail. 

Loomis, in answer to Justice Patterson’s ques- 
tions, said that the articles he removed belonged 
to him, as he had purchased them with his own 
money, and not with the money of the Buyers’ 
Union. 

Ernest T. Loomis in 1887 organized, under the 
laws of the State of Virginia, a company which 
was to be known as Loomis National Library 
Association. The purpose of the company was 
to furnish any member with all books at pub- 
lishers’ rates, in return for which privilege each 
member subscribed $10. The name of the asso- 
ciation was changed in February, 1889, to the 
Buyers’ Union. Arrangements were also made 
for local managers, who should represent the 
association. For some time past J. V. Sebold 
has been its Secretary, and the main office has 
been in Cooper Union, this city. 

According to Ezra A. Tuttle, counsel for the 
complainants, Loomis, who held $50,000 worth 
of the stock, has been advertising all over the 
country for persons competent to take important 
offices in the company. The condition was 
always made that any applicant should buy stock 
in the concern. 

“It was a ‘ paper’ company in every sense of 
the word,” said Mr. Tuttle. J. V. Sebold, the 
Secretary at the home office, admits that all the 
stock was issued to Loomis and charged to him, 
and he paid in $5000 and drew it out on various 
pretexts. 

‘* Late last year he had done so well,” continued 
Mr. Tuttle, ‘that he wanted to slide out, and so 
went gunning for dupes. Mr. Talcott answered 
one of his advertisements from Chicago and re- 
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ceived in reply a letter which said that stock 
would be sold at par. It was fully paid up, un- 
assessable, and of course represented actual prop- 
erty up to the full amount. It paid handsome 
dividends. The cash profits amounted to several 
thousand dollars a month. In February Loomis 
had so paved the way to slipping out of the con- 
cern that he had wheedled several persons out of 
big sums and had given them offices. Mr. Tal- 
cott, President, parted with $6000, and C. Z. 
Hill, Treasurer, with $5000. C. A. Epping, of 
the War Department, Washington, paid $1000 
and got the Assistant Secretaryship. Harold 
Russell Griffith paid $5000 on the understand- 
ing that he was to be Loomis’ right-hand man.” 

These officers were to enter on their duties on 
March 1. Loomis was to make money for the 
concern, to which was given the title of the 
Loomis National Library Association. Loomis, 
on the night of March 27 it is stated by com- 
plainants, cleaned out the Cooper Union office 
and took the effects to 795 Broadway to estab- 
lish the Consolidated Buyers’ Jobbing Company 
as a rival to the Library Association. 

Mr. Loomis’ arrest brings to light evidence to 
show that a good many people are financially in- 
terested in Loomis’_operations. It is alleged 
that all the agents whom he employed as district 
managers were badly duped. They were to open 
an office, oversee the shipping of goods, and gen- 
erally superintend the work of the sub-agents or 
canvassers. Each manager would have control 
of a stock worth more than $4000, and would be 
required to deposit only $1500 as a guarantee, 
which could be withdrawn when the business con- 
nection ceased. 

It appears that Loomis did not insist on the 
deposit of $1500. He took what he could get. 
One gave him $500, another $200, and others de- 
posited all the way from $200 to $1000. In re- 
turn each was given an agency and a stock of 
books, but the stock was so antiquated as to 
be practically useless. As a natural result the 
agencies were soon given up. The deposit, 
however, it is alleged, was not returned in any 
case reported. 





THE GENESIS OF THE UNITED STATES. 


HouGurTon, MIFFLIN & Co. have in preparation 
an important work, to be entitled ‘“‘ The Genesis 
of the United States, a narrative of the move- 
ment in England, 1605-1616, which resulted in 
the plantation of North America by Englishmen, 
disclosing the contest between England and Spain 
for the possession of the soil now occupied by 
the United States of America, the whole set forth 
through a series of historical manuscripts now 
first printed, together with a reissue of rare con- 
temporaneous tracts, accompanied by biblio- 
graphical memoranda, plans, and portraits, and a 
comprehensive biographical index,” collected, ar- 
ranged and edited by Alexander Brown. The 
entire work will be contained in two octavo vol- 
umes, of about 450 pages each. The publication 
will begin as soon as three hundred subscribers 
have beef obtained. The price to them will be 
$12 for the two volumes, bound in cloth. The 
publishers reserve the right to raise the price of 
all subsequent issues. The author takes his 
stand in London, as it were, and gives a complete 
history of the period in question in the form 
which it took at the time. He presents the doc- 
uments, broadsides, and rare tracts, in his nar- 
rative, in their historic order, as they came to 


hand in London or in the Court of Spain. Thus 
he gives the information which the founders of 
Virginia had, and also discloses the secret in- 
trigues not known to them at thetime. These 
documents and reprints are furnished with head- 
notes, which state explicitly their origin and 
present location, as well as the events which 
called them forth; with foot-notes explanatory 
of difficulties, and with editorial narrative which 
points out the relation which they bear to each 
other and to historical development. They are 
printed, when taken from English records, with 
scrupulous precision as to spelling and capitaliza- 
tion, and the translations from the Spanish and 
French have been made as literal as possible, 
with due regard to intelligibility. 

The documents thus collected are of six sorts : 

I. Manuscripts which never before have been 
printed. These are given in full. 

II. Printed papers which never have been re- 
printed either in America or in England. 

III. Manuscripts in foreign languages, of which 
translations into English never b:fore have been 
printed. 

IV. Manuscripts and printed papers which have 
appeared at a later date in print, but not in 
America. These three divisions are given in 
full, except in some instances when the length 
renders-this impracticable; in such cases extended 
extracts are given. 

V. Manuscripts and printed papers which have 
been reprinted in America. In this division only 
the briefer papers have been reproduced, but 
careful reference has been made to the longer 
ones, and full account given of the reprint 

VI. Illustrative material. So far as this is a 
matter of printed books a list only has been 
given. By means of this plan the work contains 
both a great mass of entirely new or exceedingly 
rare material, and a full guide to all the con- 
temporaneous sources of the history under con- 
sideration. The whole number of documents 
contained in the work is 365. Of these, 71 have 
been published before ; the remainder, 294, are 
now for the first time given to the public. They 
have been drawn from a variety of sources, public 
and private; many of them were written in 
cipher, many were secret despatches. They in- 
clude communications between Virginia and 
London, and confidential communications be- 
tween the Spanish Court and its agents in Lon- 
don; agreements, contracts, constitutions, and 
records. 


PROPOSED BIBLIOGRAPHY OF AMER- 
ICAN CONSTITUTIONS. 


From the time of the Union of the thirteen 
colonies to the present date conventions have 
been held for the purpose of framing State con- 
stitutions. In the case of the oldest States this 
course was pursued on the recommendation of 
Congress. In regard to later admissions into 
the Union, Congress has prescribed the methods 
to be pursued in order to obtain admission ; but 
in all cases a fundamental Jaw or constitution is a 
prerequisite of statehood. 

In a very large majority of cases the proceed- 
ings or journals of these conventions, and in 
later years debates and documents, have been 
printed, affording a vast amount of oficial infor- 
mation as to the construction or intent of portions 
of these instruments. 

In many of the States the original constitutions 
have been repeatedly amended or entirely super- 
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seded by later instruments, involving the same 
formality of conventions, ratifications, etc. Not 
infrequently the work of a convention has been 
set aside by the vote of the people, and Congress 
has on several occasions failed to approve consti- 


tutions adopted by seceded States and territorial | 


conventions antecedent to their proposed admis- 
sion into the Union. 

The Journals, Debates, and Documents of these 
conventions, the accounts of local contentions 
transferred to Congress, and embodied in numer- 
ous memorials and petitions to and reports from 
that body, form contributions of the highest im- 
portance to the history of every State in the 
Union. 

Many of these publications are of the greatest 
rarity, in fact of some of them it has been found 
impossible to get any trace whatever. W. H. 
Lowdermilk & Co., Washington, D. C., propose 
now to publish the results of ten years’ careful 
research by Mr. J. H. Hickcox, alsé of Washing- 
ton, who has collected upwards of two thousand 
titles, including editions of Federal and State 
Constitutions which have been printed collectively 
or separately. The work will include also biblio- 
graphical accounts of the fundamental laws of the 
colonies, of the Declaration of Independence, the 
Articles of Confederation, the proceedings of the 
Federal Convention of 1787 which formulated the 
Constitution of the United States, and the pro- 
ceedings of the several State conventions called 
for the purpose of ratifying the same. 

Mr. Hickcox is well known as an accurate and 
painstaking bibliographer, and the connection 
of his name with the work is assurance of its 
being well and thoroughly done. Should enough 
interest be shown in the work to warrant the pub- 
lication it will be handsomely printed, with full 
collations and descriptions, and will, it is thought, 
make an octavo volume of about 200 pages. 
All interested in American history, especially in 
its constitutional bearings, are invited to codper- 
ate in furthering the publication by sending their

A LIBRARY OF BOOKS BY WOMEN. 
From the N. Y. Sun. 

WE hear from Paris of a new library to be 
established there in which only books written by 
women are to be kept on the shelves. Not long 
ago there was a project for getting up a library 
of that kind in this city. It was found, after full 
inquiry, that at least 10,000 volumes by female 
authors could be procured in short time. In the 
list that was made there were books in every 
department of literature. About one-half of the 
whole were novels, but the other half contained 
the titles of works upon many branches of sci- 
ence, upon metaphysics, history, philosophy, 
theology, literary criticism, and education, besides 
dramas, epics, lyrics, and other poems. We 
do not think it would be advisable for women to 
confine their reading to books written by other 
women, any more than it is advisable for men to 
neglect the valuable literature that has been cre- 
ated by the ladies. It is desirable that the works 
of both feminine and masculine authors should 
be found in our libraries. At the same time it 
would be interesting to see a special collection in 
this city of all the volumes that have emanated 
from female minds since the days of Sappho.

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OBITUARY. 


Pror. I. H. Brown, of the publishing firm 
of I. H. Brown & Co., St. Louis, Mo., died 
at Columbia, Mo., March 28, aged 47 years. 
He was born in Fayette County, O., August 
17, 1842, and graduated from McKendee Col- 
lege in 1862. He made teaching his life-long 
occupation, and wrote a large number of works 
on mathematics, elocution, and the English 
language. In 1880, in connection with his 
brother, C. W. Brown, he became a publisher 
(chiefly of his own books), settling in St. Louis. 
In 1885 he went to Columbia to open a branch 
of his business and to complete a series of math- 
ematical works. He was just about to enter a 
brilliant career as author of educational books. 
Many excellent articles from his pen have ap- 
peared in the educational journals of this coun- 
try. 

Louis ULBACH, the widely-known French jour- 
nalist and writer, died in Paris on the 16th inst., 
after an illness of some duration, in the sixty-eighth 
year of hisage. Hewasbornin Troyes. [n1844, 
at the age of twenty-two, he published his first 
book, a volume of poems, entitled “*Gloriana.” He 
entered the field of journalism in 1844, and gained 
some celebrity by a series of letters published 
under the pseudonym of ‘‘ Jacques Souffrant.” 
In 1853 he became editor-in-chief of the Revue de 
Paris, holding the position until the paper was 
suppressed in 1858. After that he contributed to 
a number of journals, incluaing Le 7Zemps and 
Figaro, until 1868, when, on the suppression of 
Rochefort’s La Lanterne, he started a similar 
journal, which he called Za Cloche. In 1872 he 
became acontributor to the /udépendance Belge 
and the Aevue Politique et Littéraire. M.Ulbach 
was also the author of a number of novels, of 
which his ‘“‘ Madame Gosselin,” ‘“ For Fifteen 


Years,” and ‘‘ The Steel Hammer” were pub- 
lished in English translations in this country by 
D..Appleton & Co., and his ‘‘ Confessions of an 
Abbé”’ by T. B. Peterson & Bros. 

Dr. SAMUEL W. Gross, the eminent practitioner 
and author of medical works, died at his home in 
Philadelphia, on the 16th inst., aged fifty-two 


years.
